The  Board  of  Cosmetologists  were 
transferred  to  the  Department  of  Professional  and  Occupational  Licensing  for  admin- 
istrative purposes  only,  as  prescribed  by  Section  82A-108,  R.C.M.  19A7. 

MAJOR  RESPONSIBILITIES  t 

The  major  responsibility  of  the  Board  of  Cosmetologists  is  to  promote  profes- 
sional and  ethical  standards  among  cosmetologists  and  provide  protection  for  the 
consumer  against  unsanitary  conditions  and  unfair  business  practices. 

MAJOR  ACC0MPIJJ5HMENTS : 

Introduced  legislation,  that  was  subsequently  enacted,  for  an  "Initial  Inspec- 
tion Fee"  for  all  new  cosmetological  establishments,  prior  to  issuance  of  license, 
in  order  to  prevent  serious  financial  burdens  for  prospective  new  owners,  that 
would  be  created  because  of  not  complying  with  salon  standards  and  requirements. 

Adopted  "National  Testing"  method  for  written  portion  of  the  Instructor  exami- 
nations.
